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Paedophile who 
sexually abused 
young girl jailed L 


A PAEDOPHILE guilty of com¬ 
mitting sex offences against a 
young girl was behind bars this 
week after being jailed for 10 
years. 

Aran Black (39), of Gibson Court, 
Harlow, admitted possessing thousands 
of indecent images of children and 
films involving violence and bestiality. 

But he denied other charges of sexu¬ 
al assault, causing the victim to watch 
sexual activity and causing her to 
engage in sexual activity.

After being found guilty of those 
offences at Chemsford Crown Court on 
Friday, Black was branded “unscrupu¬ 
lous” and “a clear and dangerous liar” 
by judge Anthony Goldstaub. 

Caroline Gardiner, prosecuting, told 
the court Black first came to the atten¬ 
tion of police after they were contacted 
by a woman who had talked to him on 
an internet chatline. 


The woman told police she was wor¬ 
ried about his paedophilic comments, 
claiming he had asked her to imagine 
they we’re naked on the bed surround¬ 
ed by cots full of babies. He had then 
gone on to make sexual references. 

Miss Gardiner said the woman was 
concerned about the content of the 
messages he sent and made a record¬ 
ing. 

She had obtained Black’s telephone 
numbers and his address on the pretext 
she was going to write to him but then 
went to the authorities.

Miss Gardiner said when Black was 
originally visited by police he accepted 
he had been in possession of 40 inde¬ 
cent images and had received a police 
caution. 

However, turning to the offences for 
which Black was subsequently convict¬ 
ed, she told the court: “On August 12, 
2009 the mother of the young girl con¬ 
tacted the Child Abuse Investigating 
Unit, telling them she had seen an 
image of her daughter which exposed 
her genital area. 

“On December 31, 2010 the girl 
came forward and provided a full state¬ 
ment to police. She said he [Black] told 
her to take a photo of herself without 
any clothes on and she would get a pres¬ 
ent, that he would take her to see Santa.” 

Craig Rush, representing Black, said 
in mitigation there was evidence that the 
defendant was “quite troubled psycho¬ 
logically “ and was unable to face the 
full impact of what he had done. 

Mr Rush argued the offences were 
not at the level which would attract a 
higher sentence. 

But the judge disagreed, telling 
Black: “The jury has convicted you on 
evidence that was overwhelming on a 
number of very serious offences. 

“It’s been a disturbing trial; you have 
plainly abused the girl and in this court 
called her a liar.” 

Speaking outside the court after 
Black was sentenced, the officer in 
charge of the case Danielle Markoutsis 
said: “This was a sensitive investigation 
involving a young girl who was taken 
advantage of and was abused. 

“The victim was very brave in speak¬ 
ing out against her abuser and we would 
urge anyone who is being subjected to 
any form of abuse to come forward.” 

In 2008 Black, who ran a computer 
consultancy business from his home, 
unsuccessfully stood for election to 
Harlow Council as a Liberal Democrat 
candidate in the Great Parndon ward.

Police rise will push up 
town's council tax bills 


COUNCIL tax bills in Harlow 
will rise by an average of just 
over £4 this year after Essex 
Police increased its share. 

The county force is seeking an 
extra 3.47 per cent for 2012/13, 
meaning the annual charge for a 
Band C property will go up by 
£4.08 to £1,370.16. 

All other authorities - Harlow 
Council, Essex County Council 
and Essex Fire & Rescue Service 
- have fixed their demands at 
current levels. 

Harlow Council leader 
Andrew Johnson said the author¬ 
ity had worked hard to freeze its 
share of the bill for the third year 
running. 

“By saving £1.8m through 
careful financial management 
and the use of a one-off 
Government grant, I’m glad we 
have been able to freeze our 
share of council tax which is 
good news for hard pressed resi¬ 


dents, he said. 

“Although Harlow Council 
collects council tax, we only 
receive a small proportion of the 
total amount. Out of every £100 
collected in Harlow only £16 
goes towards services provided 
by this council. 

“This means for a Band C 
property the weekly cost for 
Harlow Council services is just 
£4.30, which pays for services 
such as waste and recycling col¬ 
lections, street cleaning, parks 
and open spaces, community 
safety, environmental health, 
planning and licensing.” 

Information on council tax 
bandings for 2012/13 and the 
benefits available to those strug¬ 
gling to pay their bill will be sent 
to households this month.

A BUS engineer is preparing to take 
part in his first marathon to help 
provide disabled children with the 
opportunity to participate in sport. 

Kenny Smith (29), of Taylifers, Harlow, is 
in training for this year’s London Marathon 
with the aim of raising more than £2,000 
for national charity Get Kids Going! 
Dad-of-two Kenny said he was keen to 
raise money for the organisation, which 
provides disabled children with specially 
adapted sports equipment, because he 
knows from personal experience 
how important sport is for young 
people. 

“When I was really young I wasn’t 
sporty at all,” he said. “I found 
primary school quite tough and it 
wasn’t until I got to secondary 
and a particular PE 
teacher introduced me 
to the world of sport 
that things got so 
much better. 

“I made lots of 
friends, got fit and 
was a lot more 
confident. I 
really did change 
my life and that 
is why I think 
charities like Get 
Kids Going! are so 
important because 
they give everyone 
the opportunity to 
play sport and enjoy 
the benefits. 

“I think it is important 




to remember that whereas most people can 
just slip on a pair of trainers and head out 
when it comes to playing sport, people 
with disabilities are often reliant on having 
things like a £4,000 wheelchair and some 
£200 gloves. 

“Get Kids Going! help to provide that vital 
equipment that enable disabled young 
people to participate in activities we often 
take for granted.” 

According to Kenny, completing a 
marathon is a personal goal he has been 
hoping to achieve for a number of years. 

“I decided a few years ago that I really 
wanted to do a marathon before my 30th 
birthday but for various reasons I 
haven’t been able to do it yet. 

“ I turn 30 in May so this really is my 
last chance to fulfil my ambition.” 
Despite not being a regular runner, 
he said he is confident about both his 
upcoming challenge and achieving his 
fundraising target. 

“I am putting in the training 
where I can and building 
up the miles, so hopefully 
I will be alright on the 
day,” he said. “I have 
also already put on a 
few fundraising events 
and have many more to 
come. 

‘It will be tough but I 
am feeling good 
about it.”

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Opponents of 
NHS reforms 
to hold town 
centre demo 


NURSES will join Labour 
councillors and trade unionists at 
a town centre protest on 
Saturday against the 
Government’s NHS reforms. 
Organised by the local Labour 
Party with support from Unite 
and Harlow Trades Council 
members, the rally will call on 
ministers to drop the Health and 
Social Care Bill. 

The proposals would see 
existing commissioning bodies 
including primary care trusts and 
strategic health authorities 
scrapped in favour of GP-led 
consortia. Opponents claim it 
would cost West Essex PCT - 
the trust responsible for the 
majority of healthcare provision 
across Harlow - around £17m to 
implement. 

Labour councillor and registered 
nurse Tony Durcan said the 
sweeping changes would destroy 
the NHS. 

“At a time when local health 
services are under pressure, they 
are being forced to spend 
millions of pounds locally and 
billions nationally on a top-down 
reorganisation that nurses don’t 
want, doctors don’t want, and 
patients don’t want,” he said. 
“This rally is an opportunity for 
the people of Harlow to stand up 
and show that they don’t want 
this reckless reorganisation 
either.” 

The protest is scheduled to begin 
at 11am in Broad Walk.

A CHARITY set up by the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust is test-driving a new 
fundraising initiative after 
teaming up with an organisation 
specialising in turning scrap 
cars into cash.

Residents' 
as council 
up

FURIOUS residents have 
accused Harlow Council of 
vandalising hedges and 
shrubs in their neighbour¬ 
hood. 

According to householders 
living at Church Langley, shrubs 
planted near road junctions 
across the area were dug up and 
removed by workmen from 
council contractor Kier Harlow 
last week without any warning. 

The authority said the work 
has been carried out to improve 
visibility for drivers, but infuri¬ 
ated residents claim they were 
not properly consulted and said 
the removal of foliage presented 
a greater safety risk for pedestri¬ 
ans. 

“The perimeter hedge func¬ 
tioned as a barrier to prevent 
young children running into the 
road on a bend where cars often 
travel too fast,” said Edward 
Vine, of Fenton Grange. 

“It also was aesthetically 
pleasing, provided refuge and 
nesting site for birds and 
screened the road from the 
green.” 

Ridgeways resident David 
Martin said he was told by 
workers digging up the shrub¬ 
bery that it was being removed 
for safety reasons. 

“When I noticed the work¬ 
men from Harlow Council rip¬ 
ping out the bushes throughout 
Church Langley I decided to ask 
them what their reason was,” he 
told the Star. “They told me it 
was for safety reasons but I fail 
to see any safety issues and I 
work as a police traffic sergeant 
for a living.

“I think it is far more likely to 
be because they can’t be both¬ 
ered to come and maintain them 
anymore.” 

Although the council consult¬ 
ed residents over the project at a 
neighbourhood forum meeting 
in January, Mr Martin said the 
authority had not done enough 
to publicise its plans. 

“As the ones who have to look 
at it, it would have been nice to 
be consulted properly,” he said. 
“It looks absolutely awful and 
it’s quite ridiculous if they did it 
to save money. 

“I am pretty sure the cost of 
having someone come down to 
trim the hedges a couple of 
times a year is nothing com¬ 


pared to the amount spent hiring 
diggers and the staff for the 
amount time it has taken to 
remove all the foliage.” 

But Tony Hall, the council’s 
portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment, insisted the work would 
improve safety at road junctions 
across the estate. 

“We are removing a number 
of shrubs and hedges following 
concerns raised by residents 
about safety at road junctions, 
he said. 

“The areas will become grass 
which will help improve visibil¬ 
ity for both pedestrians and road 
users and address other resi¬ 
dents’ complaints about litter 
that collects in the bushes.”

Express a view 
on train service

NEW train operator Greater 
Anglia has pledged to take on 
board passengers’ suggestions 
as it starts work on improving 
the service. 

The firm, an offshoot of Dutch 
transport giant Abellio, has already 
signalled its intention to improve cus¬ 
tomer safety by doubling the number 
of security staff across the network 
since it took over the franchise from 
National Express East Anglia in 
January this year. 

And at a meeting with Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon, bosses told him they 
were prepared to listen to commuters’ 
views on other potential improve¬ 
ments - which could include faster 
trains, more frequent London-bound 
services and station enhancements. 

Mr Halfon described the discus¬ 
sions as productive. “I raised a num¬ 
ber of concerns and issues and strong¬ 
ly urged the company to safeguard 
services in the area,” he said. 

“They assured me that under their 
management, train services will be 
100 per cent protected from cuts, 
which will be a welcome relief for the 
many commuters who use local trains. 

“But we must do better. At rush- 
hour from Harlow it can be standing 
room only, with too many passengers 
crammed into too few carriages.” 

Mr Halfon added that he had 
agreed to collate suggestions from 
passengers on how the service could 
be best improved before passing on 
his findings to the firm. 

“Abellio has agreed to genuinely 
listen if I can collect the views of Star 
readers,” he added. “So I want people 
to write to me and tell me how they 
would like the train service to change, 
whether they want to see extra car¬ 
riages at rush hour or would prefer 
money to be ploughed into station 
improvements and extra security 
staff.” 

A Greater Anglia spokesman said 
the firm was committed to delivering 
improvements for its passengers. 

“We are very keen to work closely 
with our community partners, region¬ 
al stakeholders and MPs including 
Robert Halfon to deliver improve¬ 
ments for rail passengers across our 
network.”

A HARLOW man has been jailed for 
two years for his part in an audacious 
bid to smuggle 20 million cigarettes 
into the UK by describing them as 
toys on shipping documents. 

Matthew Neale (43), of Wedgewood 
Drive, was found guilty of conspiracy to 
evade excise duty and on Friday was jailed 
following a two-week trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

The court heard Neale was of a gang of 
seven men involved in the smuggling opera¬ 
tion. He was arrested after being caught 
helping to unload more than 10 million cig¬ 
arettes at a warehouse in Upminster. 

The goods had been brought into the UK 
from Dubai through the port of Felixstowe 
inside two large freight containers which 
were shipped via Hong Kong. 

The documents described the contents of 
the containers as 1,020 cartons of toys but 
each was in fact crammed full with more 
than 10 million cigarettes. 

The containers aroused the suspicion of 
customs officers and the Serious Organised 
Crime Agency, who monitored their ship¬ 
ment into Felixstowe. 

The court was told the total duty avoided 


by the gang’s attempted scam was about 
£3.3m. 

The other six members of the gang were 
also jailed for their involvement in the plot. 

Paul Barton, assistant director of criminal 
investigation for HM Revenue and Customs, 
said tobacco smuggling costs the country 
around £2bn in lost revenue every year. 

Speaking after all seven were sentenced, 
he said: “If these criminals had not been 
stopped they would have flooded local mar¬ 
kets with not only the 20 million illicit cig¬ 
arettes we seized but would have gone on to 
smuggle in many more. 

“HMRC is determined to eradicate this 
form of criminality and raise awareness of 
the devastating effect on our communities, 
including legitimate retailers having to com¬ 
pete with black market goods.” 

He added: “We are urging the public to be 
vigilant. Cheap tobacco products can often 
seem like an attractive offer to people lured 
into purchasing them at what seem like bar¬ 
gain prices. 

“However, the truth is these sales are unli¬ 
censed and unregulated and those involved 
are not concerned if they are selling to chil¬ 
dren and underage young people.”

was his biggest achievement by far.

Taking bold steps 
to save your cash 

N EXT month council tax bills will be 
dropping through the letterboxes of every 
home in Harlow. There will be a very slight 
increase - a typical band C property in Harlow 
will see its bill rise by £4.08 a year. 

As you may know, Harlow collects a small 
portion of your council tax bill (16 per cent). 
The majority goes to Essex County Council 
with the rest going to the county's police and 
fire services. The overall increase in your bill 
has come about because the police increased 
their charge. 

Harlow Council made savings to ensure that it 
did not need to increase its portion of the 
council tax by cutting office costs and 
transferring services like Pets' Corner, the 
Museum of Harlow and Parndon Wood Nature 
Reserve to new providers. 

I know how hard-pressed household budgets 
are in Harlow and for that reason I thought it 
was unacceptable that the council I lead 
should ask for any more of your money. 
Councils can find savings and we have taken 
bold steps to do that. 

The good news is that the future is looking 
much brighter for those services we all grew 
up with in Harlow. On its own, the council 
could not afford to keep them but by working 
with local organisations we have together 
found a way to keep them running. 

The council's other mission is to bring jobs to 
Harlow, and you may have read in last week's 
Star that we have applied for a £3.5m grant 
to upgrade roads and the A414 around the 
town's enterprise zone. Nothing is definite but 
I believe we've got a really strong case, so 
fingers crossed for a positive decision next 
month. 

I F you notice a large gap in the window of 
the Civic Centre this weekend, don't be 
alarmed. The famous Henry Moore sculpture 
Harlow Family Group is on loan to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in London. 

This world-famous museum is holding an 
exhibition about modern British design which 
features Harlow as a cutting edge new town. 
So there it is, Harlow is now officially a design 
classic! 


Payback time as lawbreakers 
make amends for their crimes 


OFFENDERS sentenced to 
community service as a 
punishment for their crimes 
completed more than £1.6m 
worth of unpaid work across 
Essex last year. 

According to the county's 
probation service a total of 426 
charities, churches, local 
councils and individuals 
benefited from Community 
Payback projects. 

Work carried out in Harlow last 
year included the renovation of 
the town's six paddling pools 
and the redecoration of Moot 
House Social Club at The Stow. 
The scheme, which has a 78 per 
cent completion rate and is run 
in partnership with a number of 
agencies, aims to organise 
projects that not only punish 
wrongdoers but are also hard 
work, visible to the public and 
beneficial to the community. 


Director Pete Mangan said: "The 
scheme has saved deserving 
causes a lot of money. 

"While this is predominantly a 
punishment for crimes 
committed, we also take a long¬ 
term view that the more people 
in work, the fewer crimes will 
take place in future. So we 
ensure that we, and our 
partners who work alongside us 
in supervising the work groups, 
are teaching skills as well as 
ensuring that the hours are 
done." 

Mr Mangan added: "The scope 
of our work is wide. Gardening, 
cleaning, building, conservation, 
painting and decorating, 
regeneration work, litter¬ 
picking, graffiti removal and 
building community centre flats 
are some of the schemes we've 
been involved with this year."

DRIVERS applying for dis¬ 
abled parking badges will soon 
be charged £10 under new 
plans approved by Essex Cou¬ 
nty Council. 

The new fee will come into force 
on April 1 and comes on the back of 
a Government-sanctioned revamp 
of the Blue Badge scheme designed 
to improve security and cut down 
on fraud. 

The shake-up will see existing 
handwritten badges scrapped in 
favour of electronically-printed 
cards with enhanced security fea¬ 
tures - including photographic ID 
and holograms - to deter non-eligi- 
ble drivers from abusing the sys¬ 
tem. 

The tamper-proof permits remain 
valid for three years but will cost 
more to produce. As a result, the 
county council has been given per¬ 
mission to pass on part of the extra 
expense to people applying for a 
badge. 

The authority consulted on the 
proposals with the public before 
setting the £10 fee, and cabinet 
member for adults, health and 
community wellbeing Ann 
Naylor said the results showed 
people were prepared to pay up. 

“I believe that this will bene¬ 
fit those who rely on the Blue 
Badge system,” she said. “The 
consultation with residents 
shows that people are willing to 
pay a charge for a system that is 
fairer and reduces the risk of 
fraud.” 

But Tony Durcan, Labour 
county councillor for Harlow 
West, accused the Conservative- 
run administration of “squeez¬ 


ing” cash out of vulnerable and 
disabled residents. 

“Essex County Council is 
now attempting to get blood out 
of a stone,” he said. “There is 
simply no need for this cost to 
the disabled. 

“The slash-and-burn of all 
service provision is now start¬ 
ing to be felt by the local com¬ 
munity and this is an example 
of how deep they will go.”

Police patrols stepped up 
after men approach girls 

POLICE patrols in two areas of Harlow 
have been stepped up after reports of men 
approaching young girls. 

The first incident happened in The Stow 
at 6.45pm on Thursday when two girls 
became suspicious about the actions of two 
men, one in a car and the other driving a 
white van. 

According to police, the girls took action 
to safeguard themselves and came to no 
physical harm. 

Two days later an 11-year-old girl and her 
friend were walking through Westbury Rise 
in Church Langley when a white van pulled 
up alongside them. 

The youngsters said two men inside 
claimed to be police officers and told them 
to get in the back of the van. They said when 
they refused and ran off, one of the men 
jumped out of the van and chased them. 
Again, neither girl was harmed. 

Police this week confirmed they were 
investigating both incidents to ascertain 
whether any offence had been committed. In 
the meantime, patrols have been increased 
in both areas.

T HEY are supposed to be

“When I eventually tired of my theatricals 
and opened the door, Mr Tingle was waiting 
with the slipper and proceeded to administer 
it. 

“On another occasion, my best friend Clive 
and I created our own itching powder out of 


pencil sharpener shavings and put it down a 
girl’s back, causing her to wriggle in 
discomfort and draw the attention of Mr 
Tingle. 

“She told on us and for a moment we 
thought we might get away with it when she 
was asked to decide whether Clive and I got 
the slipper. However, she found the task of 
choosing too demanding and Mr Tingle 
once again dished out the punishment.” 
However, despite their clashes Mr Beckett 
says there are no hard feelings between him 
and his old teacher. “I have had occasions to 


see Mr Tingle over the years and now 
consider him a friend,” he said. 

“He was a product of the times and I don’t 
think badly of him. I have fonder memories 
of my primary education than I do of my 
time at secondary school and if my 
character and nature is slightly warped I 
suspect it was always destined to be so.”

Mini sea monsters 


THEY may look like 
monsters from another 
planet but these tiny 
terrors actually live at the 
very bottom of our deepest 
oceans. 

Scientists discovered these 
diminutive Polychaetes - or 
scale worms - when 
exploring the murky depths 
for signs of life. 

The scary-looking creatures 
have evolved to survive the 
intense pressures more than 
1,000 meters below the 
water's surface, where they 
live in complete darkness. 

New photos of the worms, 
which measure little more 
than 2-3 centimetres, show 
a fearsome set of jaws that can 
turn inside out to catch their 
prey. 



The fascinating creatures are a 
key part of an ecosystem that 
remained completely 
undiscovered until 40 years ago. 


But advancements in 
technology have allowed 
scientists to probe the hidden 
depths of the world oceans. 


They have discovered thriving 
communities of creatures that 
live on and around hydrothermal 
vents - cracks in the seafloor 
that release superheated water 
and chemicals necessary for life 
to flourish. 

Similar vents are believed to 
exist on Jupiter's moon Europa, 
leading some experts to believe 
they may hold clues to the 
existence of life on other 
planets. 

Senior researcher Daniel 
Desbruyeres told reporters: 
"The recent discoveries of 
hydrothermal vents have 
changed our views of the whole 
marine realm. 

"The deep sea realm is one of 
the most diverse habitats on 
Earth, yet our understanding of 
it is still in its infancy."

I T’s Mother’s Day on Sunday, March 18 this year. The day mums 
up and down the country are supposed to put their feet up and 
bask in their offspring’s appreciation while they’re cooked for, 
taken out and generally spoiled - that’s the theory at least! 

T he earliest Mother's Day celebrations can be traced back to 
the spring celebrations of ancient Greece in honour of Rhea, 
the Mother of the Gods. During the 1600s, England celebrated a 
day called Mothering Sunday on the fourth Sunday of Lent and so 
the first Mothering Sunday honoured the mothers of England. 

D uring this time many of the England's poor worked as servants 
for the wealthy. As most jobs were located far from their 
homes, the servants would live at the houses of their employers. 


On Mothering Sunday the servants would have the day off and 
were encouraged to return home and spend the day with thfeir 
mothers. A special cake, called the mothering cake, was often 
brought along to provide a festive touch. 

A s Christianity spread throughout Europe the celebration 
changed to honour the Mother Church - the spiritual power 
that gave them life and protected them from harm. Over time the 
church festival blended with the Mothering Sunday celebration . 
People began honouring their mothers as well as the church. 

I n the United States Mother's Day was first suggested in 1872 as 
a day dedicated to peace. By 191 I Mother's Day was celebrated 
in almost every state. In 1914, President Woodrow Wilson made 



an official announcement 
proclaiming Mother's Day as a 
national holiday that was to be 
held each year on the second Sunday of May. 

W hile many countries of the world celebrate their own 
Mother's Day at different times throughout the year, there 
are some countries such as Denmark, Finland, Italy, Turkey, 
Australia, and Belgium that celebrate Mother's Day on the second 
Sunday of May.

ALL’S fair in love and war for two 
US government spies with their 
hearts set on the same woman in 
an action-packed comedy from 
director McG. 

Scripted by Simon Kinberg and 
Timothy Dowling, this hare-brained 
buddy movie delivers slam-bang 
thrills and a few sparkling one-liners 
as rivalry between the two elite 
operatives escalates out of control, 
resulting in amusing abuses of CIA 
resources. 

The film opens with a fast-paced 
action sequence in Hong Kong, 
where agents FDR (Chris Pine) and 


Tuck (Tom Hardy) are on assignment 
to apprehend crimelord Heinrich (Til 
Schweiger). Instructions from their 
boss Collins (Angela Bassett) to be 
discreet are gleefully ignored, leading 
to a high-profile shootout. 

The buddies then return to 
headquarters to face the music. To 
lighten the mood, ladies’ man FDR 
helps shy and gallant Tuck to dip his 
toes back into the dating pool by 
creating a flattering profile for his 
friend on a relationships website. 
Soon after, Tuck accepts a first date 
with Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), a 
beautiful consumer testing manager, 
who is recovering from a break-up 
from her sweetheart (Warren 
Christie). 

Tuck is instantly smitten, but soon 


after the date FDR also encounters 
Lauren and he falls for her acidic wit. 
Armed with a dazzling array of hi- 
tech gadgetry, FDR and Tuck 
compete against each other to win 
Lauren's heart. She is torn between 
the two men, unaware they know 
each other, and seeks advice from 
her potty-mouthed sister Trish 
(Chelsea Handler). 

This Means War starts with a bang 
and McG knows how to bolt together 
explosive sequences that quicken the 
pulse. However, comic interludes 
don’t always hit their target and the 
voyeuristic nature of the men’s 
surveillance leaves a nasty taste in 
the mouth, especially when they 
resort to documenting entanglements 
in the bedroom. 


Crucially, the film’s inherent design 
flaw - we have to side with one of 
her suitors - means half the audience 
will be disappointed by the 
overblown climax when the love- 
struck lady makes her choice. 

The film plays to Witherspoon’s 
strengths as a comic actress, placing 
her at the centre of some elaborately 
staged set pieces, unaware her two 
handsome suitors are best buddies.

T HE XC90 is 10 years old 
this year and, despite not 
having changed all that 
much, it looks none the worse for 
the time gone by. 

It’s Volvo’s most successful model, 
responsible for £3.8bn of revenue 
worldwide in its most successful year 
in production. For 2012 it has been 
freshened up ahead of a completely 
new replacement scheduled for 2014, 
so what better way to test it than to 
take it for a very long drive? 

Over the years sales figures have 
indirectly pared the XC90 range 
down to just one engine. More were 
offered for some years but the vast 
majority of people never looked past 
the D5 diesel so these days that’s all 
you can have. Nobody seems to 
mind. 

The latest version is smooth, quiet 
and refined, although since this test 
vehicle is as new to the world as a 
tiny lamb in spring, its full perform¬ 
ance and efficiency will take a while 
to show. With so few miles under its 
belt it’s quite obviously a bit tight. 
While it’s not super-soft, it is on the 
soft side of average, using the benefit 
of chunky tyres to absorb a share of 
any impacts. In anticipation of the

forecast sub-zero temperatures in my 
destination - Innsbruck in Austria - 
Volvo had fitted winter rubber which 
whined quite obviously on some 
motorway surfaces. 

What’s most impressive about the 
XC90 is the almost complete lack of 
wind noise. For such a big car with 
hardly inconspicuous frontal dimen¬ 
sions, it’s a real surprise how quietly 
it cuts through the air. 

But all things considered, the car is 
really very comfortable for cruising. 
Even on German motorways where 
the speed limit is just a recommenda¬ 
tion, anything up to 90mph feels 
almost perfectly relaxed. 


Only almost, though, because parts 
of the XC90 are showing their age. 
The six-speed automatic gearbox 
simply doesn’t have a tall enough top 
gear and 70mph equates to well over 
2,000rpm. It always feels like there 
should be an extra gear or two. 

The handbrake is another bugbear. 
You press a lever with your foot to 
engage it and then pull a separate one 
with your hand to release it. But 
when you do the latter, the loud 
thunk as the foot-operated lever 
flings back to its original position is 
pretty unnecessary. 

The practicality on offer is more 
impressive. The seven seats and 


extremely flexible configuration 
mean that the seating arrangements 
can be set up just how you most need 
them to be. Got skis? No problem. 
You might not get a bobsleigh in 
there, though. 

A split tailgate provides a perch for 
sitting and getting your skis - or even 
just walking boots - on and off, and 
the buttons on the dashboard are all 
big, chunky and robust so you can 
use them even with thick gloves on. 
The SE Lux model I drove had a 
very handy feature for driving in 
Europe, altering the direction of the 
headlights to suit driving on the right. 
It sums up how well the XC90 has 


been thought out and developed over 
time. 

On detours through London and 
Ingolstadt, the XC90’s relatively 
slow-reacting steering is obvious, but 
that only encourages the kind of 
slower, more relaxed driving that 
suits family life. It’s in no way sporty, 
though. 

It’s not as obviously stylised, as 
extrovert or perhaps as fashionable as 
some of the other options out there 
but it definitely makes some of its 
rivals look more than a little over¬ 
priced. 

At £43,775 on the road for the bells- 
and-whistles Executive model it 
seems fantastic value for money. The 
engine is generally bulletproof after 
so long in existence, and I can’t think 
of any location or situation where the 
XC90 would look out of place. 

It has a kind of understated, inoffen¬ 
sive class that tends to inspire respect 
and appreciation, rather than auto¬ 
matically getting people’s backs up as 
so many large 4x4s do. 

After 900 miles, two fuel stops and a 
night in a strange little hotel in 
Ingolstadt, the XC90 showed what 
it’s all about. It’s not as flashy as 
some, but it still looks great and it 
copes with all aspects of life at least 
as well as anything else on the road.

AN inability to take first-half 
chances proved costly for the 
Rams as they slipped to a 
home defeat against leaders 
Holt, writes DAVID RIMMER. 
Holt had the more clinical 
edge at the crucial times and 
they are all set to win the title 
after stretching their lead to 
16 points.

Spurs banked o 


HARLOW Penguins swimming coach Alan 
Canham oversaw the transfers that 
shocked Britain when Tottenham Hotspur 
signed Argentinean World Cup winners 
Ossie Ardiles and Ricky Villa in 1978 for a 
combined fee of £700,000. 

Being accountant for the bank which 
looked after the London giants during the 
1970s and '80s meant those decades were 
exciting times for Canham. 

Canham (71) is now retired but has faced 
some tough times, most of all when he 
was diagnosed with cancer in 2003. 

Given the all-clear in 2008, Canham has 
now started competing at swimming 
tournaments once again and recently won 
a medal at the South East Regional 
Championships. 

Canham spoke to Star Sports Editor ALAN 
SCOTT as he recalled his time dealing with 
the Spurs board during this time. 


A WAITING confirmation 
from his contact at the 
Bank of England to 
complete the transfers of South 
American duo Ossie Ardiles and 
Ricky Villa was all in a day’s 
work for Alan Canham. 

Having impressed as Argentina won 
the 1978 World Cup on home soil, the 
pair looked to become the first Latin 
Americans to play in the old first divi¬ 
sion. 

Canham is now coach at Harlow 
Penguins, but back then he was the 
accountant at the Barclays Bank 
branch which looked after the account 
of the North London giants. 

He used his relationship with the 
Bank of England to make sure the 
transfers went ahead without a hitch. 
Considering the millions that are 
exchanged for players in this day and 
age, it’s incredible to think that he had 
to seek special clearance for Tottenham 
to lay out the comparatively paltry fee of 
£700,000 for the duo! 

Canham, now retired, was based at the 
Barclays in Lower Tottenham. 

He worked there and dealt 
with Spurs from the mid- 
1960s and even when he 
switched to the Barclays 
at Stamford Hill, the 
club still asked for him 
to deal with their 
account. 

The account of the 
Double winners was by 
far the most important 
account he looked after. 


He organised for bank staff to head to the 
club on matchdays and take the money. 
This was before credit cards, ticket lines 
and when the majority of fans were season 
ticket holders. 

With huge crowds, tens of thousands of 
pounds in cash was collected by the bank’s 
staff and stored in the vaults until it could 
be counted on a Monday after a weekend 
match. 

Canham, who has been involved with the 
swimming club since 1979 and has lived 
in North Weald since 1971, recalls fondly 
his dealings with the Londoners - even 
though he wasn’t much of a football fan, 
let alone a Spurs aficionado! 

“I had to sort out the finance for Ossie 
Ardiles and Ricky Villa. At the time they 
were the only foreign purchases. I had to 
get approval from the Bank of England. I 
spoke to somebody I knew [at the Bank of 
England]. 

“Barclays used to handle all the money 
[from a] game on a Saturday or a 
Wednesday. And if the club needed to get 
their hands on the money quickly, we 
always had a few hundred thousand 
available. We would count the money for 
them - we didn’t have any counting 
machines. We had to put the cash in and 
clear it for them or they would not have 
been able to sign [Ardiles and Villa]. 

“I think they were the first major foreign 
imports. They cost about £700,000. It’s not 
a lot in today’s prices but then it was - for 
a football company that was not on the 
Stock Exchange.

perhaps upwards of £50m for a star player 
such as Gareth Bale or Luka Modric if 
they were to move to another club. 

Canham would deal with the likes of Pat 
Jennings and Martin Chivers on his 
regular sorties to White Hart Lane. 

But the 71-year-old was indifferent about 
his regular meetings with the Spurs 
chairmen and board at the ground. 

“I’m not a Spurs fan, I’m not even much 
of a football fan. I knew the players. I 
opened a bank account for Pat Jennings. 
He kept calling me ‘Sir’ in his lovely, soft 
Irish voice - and Barry Daines had a 
terrible stutter. He was alright on the pitch 
though. He was shouting at people then, 
so he was okay.” 

Nowadays, Canham can relax in his 
retirement at his North Weald home. 

He devotes some of his spare time to his 
other great love - swimming. He has 
coached at Harlow Penguins over four 
decades. 

Having battled back from cancer, Canham 
is now coaching youngsters again and 
competing at tournaments, despite rapidly 
approaching his 72nd birthday. He turns 
72 in a fortnight. 

He coaches swimmers for up to nine hours 
each week at the leisurezone complex. 
Canham has overseen plenty of highs and 
lows with the Harlow Penguins, including 
the closure of the old pool in Second 
Avenue due to health and safety issues in 
2007. 

“There were so many chemicals in the 
water. You had to keep emptying the pool. 
People were coughing. You could not 
stand in the gallery,” he said. 

Canham contacted health and safety 
officials at Chelmsford who closed the 
pool immediately - just 10 days before 
Penguins’ biggest meet of the year, its 
open gala. 

The club had no pool for 18 months until 
it moved into the plush new facility at 
leisurezone in First Avenue. 

But from a low of 40 members, the club is 
thriving once again with 250 swimmers 
now. 

And Canham, who was awarded the 
prestigious Silver Pin by the British 
Amateur Swimming Association for 
services to the sport a few years ago, is 
relishing every minute. 

But the chapter of his life where he 
regularly dealt with one of English 
football’s most famous teams, will live 
long in the memory.
